Hall's troops had a brush with the 


Tilipinos in the San Mateo valley, again 
today, but the enemy was driven back. 


Manila, April .3.—The native inhab- 


itants who fled from the territory lie-, 
tween Manila1 and Malolos as 
our 


troops advanced on the insurgent cap- 
ital are now returning by thousands 
under flags of truce, seeking the pror 
teclion of. the Americans. This is ac- 
corded them, .but Gen. MacArthur is 
keeping a close watch on alt the re- 
turning refugees to guard against the 
possibility'of treachery. 


The fact that so' many of the natives 


are returning to their homes, or where 
their homes once were,-is a strong in- 
dication that Aguinaldo is; losing'his 
control of thein. -From all the infor- 
mation .obtainable, it is believed that 
after the successive defeats of last 
•week and the final retreat from Malo- 
los, the rebel'army became considera- 
bly scattered, and that Aguinaldo can- 
not, at any rate for some tim'e, gather 
about him a force'sufficient to/make 
any sort of defence against the Amer- 
ican's.'

Desultory Firing. 


Manila, 
April 
3.—The American 


troops under Gen. MacArthur are still 
resting at Malolos, where everything is 
quiet. Hostilities elsewhere—so far as 
officially reported—have been limited 
during the last twenty-four hours to 
an occasional exchange of shots be- 
tween the insurgents and the troops 
forming the lines of Gen. Lawton and 
Gen. Hall, extending from the water 
works to La Lonia. But this shooting 
has -been just active enough to make 
the lives of the soldiers a burden and 
to compel the 
officers 
to sleep in 


trenches, clothed and in readiness to 
repel possible attacks. 


Most of the-Americans are becoming 


convinced that the backbone of the 
insurgent opposition is broken. There 
are numerous rumors pointing to an 
early collapse of the insurrection. One 
of these is that Gen. Plo Del Filar, the 
best fighter.among the Filipino officers, 
will desert Aguinaldo and give his sup- 
port to the Americans; 


, The Spaniards, reasoning from their 
experience of the natives, refuse to be- 
lieve that the .rebellion Is anywhere 
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Hear put down,..;..They".declare'tHat the 
Filipinos will not take their defeat'at 
Malolos, with the loss of the city and 
the removal of their so-called govern- 
ment, seriously-to-heart. On-the con- 
trary, the Spaniards predict that the 
insurgents will hover near" the Ameri- 
can lines, bothering them-as much as 
possible, and- when attacked in force 
dissolve, only to reappear at other 
points.

HALSEY GAVE FINE ADDRESS 


Former local Methodist Uivitiw Talked 


on Temperance ut, Sliuruii 


Eev. Sabin Halsey, former pastor of

farmers will be obliged to pay well for 
their work. 
• 


At the.Hotel Myers this afternoon, 


twelve threshing machine owners, who 
operate in Eock county, met -for the 
purpose of regulating prices that will be 
in force this season. 


Ifo'cutting prices will be allowed and 


all owners of machines propose to be 
paid wages that are in keeping with 
those paid in other portions of the state. 


Last season there was a general cut- 


ting in all work done in Eock county by 
threshers, and the result was that there 
was no money in the ^business. 
. . . .'. 


"But the cutting of prices, which'ire 


suited in ho profit to the machine own- 
ers, is what called them in session. Now 
they propose to set a scale of prices and 
if such'a thing is possible,.follow them 
alike through the summer. ' 


- 'When the meeting was called to order 
this afternoon harmony prevailed throuh 
out.- Those present had; a- voice in tho 
session :'and all agreed that no man 'can 
afford to work but a few weeks in the 
•year threshing anfi?;then be paid scant 
wages for his labor. 


The average first class threshing out 


fit includes a tank; wagons and a stacker 
besides,the threshing 
machine and the 


engine. . This causes an original outlay 
of. at/least'$2,000":tp. say nothing oE the 
cost from -week to week that is paid out 
lor repairs. Four men are taken along 
.with this, outfit and they receive on an 
average of 81.75-a day. 


Vf. H. Hp.rtpn, of Edgerton. who was 


present at the meeting today stated that 
different prices prevailed through Eock 
county last year and that the man who 
would do the work the cheapest gener- 
ally got the contract.
